While they 
failed to bring back all the purples, they did 
succeed in breaking up the big party in fine 
shape.

The twenty sixth annual National West- 
ern Stock Show opened on Friday, January 
16th. It was not until Sunday however be- 
fore the judges got under way in the 4-H 
Club division where little Miss Janet Welty, 
100% Colorado lass, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy Welty of Berthoud, Colorado, gave 
a wonderful display of showmanship, out- 
doing the whole contingent in so far as the 
ringside was concerned. To her pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus senior calf fell the breed 
championship and eventually the reserve 
grand championship over all breeds. The 
margin was sufficiently narrow that the lit- 
tle lady might easily have been favored 
with the big purple instead. A reserve 
grand championship in a show like this is 
indeed an honor that many a youngster 
would like to enjoy. Some day soon the 
Journal will give the history of this calf 
and show his picture as well. 

The show started “on the Hill” with re- 
newed vigor Monday morning. Great 
strings of splendidly groomed Herefords 
filled one side of the arena, while the Short- 
horns occupied an end, leaving the other 
side to be used by the horses and the Aber- 
deen-Angus. The Aberdeen-Angus were few 
in numbers as compared to the other en- 
tries, however they had been carefully se- 
lected and prepared for the occasion. The 


junior yearling class of eight was headed by 
Kiliott Brown’s great show calt Barr Bur- 
gess, purchased last year at Denver from 
the Harry C. Barr ranch at LaJara, fitted 
and shown successfully all over the country 
the past year. He had won his class the 
week berore at Ogden. He was a great calf 
and a red hot contender for the breed cham- 
puonship where he gave way to the Mc- 
Kenny steer, Peanuts, a consistent winner 
of class and contender tor championship in 
many a bg show this season. Feanuts had 
stoou next to the breed champion at Chi- 
cago, was sent trom there home with the 
Strathmore herd and shown by them for 
Mr. McKenny at Denver where he not only 
became breed champion but stood boldly at 
the top of the open class list where all 
breeds competed tor the grand champion- 
ship tickets. For this particular show the 
champions and reserve champions of each 
bseed came forward. Prof. ‘l'rowbridge of 
Missouri declared Peanuts and Barr Bur- 
gess to be outstanding in the group and 
awarded them the championship and the re- 
serve championship, over ail, respectively. 
“Particularly outstanding” deciared the 
judge.

Mark you, the Shorthorn people had for- 
ward the best display that had ever repre- 
sented their breed at Denver, and the Here- 
fords had saved over their best for this oc- 
casion. Consequently the Aberdeen-Angus 
winning here was really of more importance 
to the breed than could the International 
possibly be. It proved a great victory in a 
great cattle country.

Thickset, the day of the prize auction 
sale, brought 75 cents a pound when sold to 
the Cudahy Packing Company for the Safe- 
way stores at Salt Lake City. 

The steer thus ended a notable career 
that had brought him championship and 
first in class honors at seven different fairs 
and live stock exhibitions including the 
American Royal at Kansas City, Missouri 
and the Chicago International at Chicago.

were purchased by Armour for the Lindner 
Packing Co., of Denver, at $15.75 per hun- 
dredweight. All along the line the fats 
brought exceptionally good prices when one 
takes into consideration conditions as they 
exist all over the country. 

From the sale ring the single lots as well 
as the carlots went directly to the packers 
who extended generous invitations to the 
public to visit their plants and coolers 
where the show cattle were beautifully dis- 
played on the rails. The Blayney-Murphy 
plant killed the next morning following the 
sale and for that reason afforded the first 
opportunity for inspection. The Blayney- 
Merphy plant is not the largest in the world 
but it certainly is one of the very best. One 
of the most beautiful sights in this cooler 
was the Casement carlot, the carcasses were 
even throughout as to quality and firmness, 
a string drawn at any point from the head 
to the foot of the line would have touched 
every carcass on this rail. The kidney fat 
was conspicuous for its absence, and this is 
Dan’s secret. 

Across the aisle hung the singles. The 
line being headed by the grand champion 
Peanuts. A better carcass hung in no one’s 
cooler. The covering was exceedingly even 
from end to end, the texture and quality 
just about right, the outside fat covering 
as white as the driven snow and as evenly 
distributed as if done by the master hand 
of a sculptor. The one and only fault ap- 
parently proved to be an excessive amount 
of kidney fat. We were one of a group 
who followed the judges as they visited the 
various coolers and selected the champions.

Personally we should prefer to see one half 
of each carcass cut up before final judg- 
ment is rendered. This process may not be 
necessary in so far as these experienced 
gentlemen are concerned but we believe it 
would prove of inestimable value to those 
who have fitted and shown the cattle for it 
would give them the opportunity to “look 
into” the results much more satisfactorily. 
This appeal is directly for the benefit of the 
layman, who feeds and feeds without actual 
knowledge of results obtained. 

Following the placing of the steer grand 
championship in the arena the exhibitors 
began to bring in the breeding cattle. It 
was a long lead and much time was lost 
getting the cattle back and forth, neverthe- 
less there was a crowd around the Blacks 
all the while they were in the ring. Judge 
Tolan did a fine job from beginning to end, 
sticking strictly to the sort of cattle that 
he believes in. His judgment was highly 
respected by all the exhibitors. 

The aged bull class of three was headed 
by Brown’s great show bull, Revolution 
37th,, by Blackcap Revolution. He was fol- 
lowed by Revolution 81st, shown by Strath- 
more and by the same sire.

John is only 18 years old so is getting an 
early start in the pure bred business.”

Cattle on Feed January 1, 1932. 

The number of cattle on feed for market 
on January 1, 1932, in the eleven Corn Belt 
States was about 5 per cent smaller than 
on January 1, 1931, according to the cattle 
feeding estimate of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. In the five states east of 
the Mississippi River there was an estimat- 
ed increase of about 8 per cent; in the three 
states of Minnesota, lowa and Missouri as 
a whole there was no change but in the 
three Western Corn Belt states there was a 
decrease of about 18 per cent. 

In the Western States there was a de- 
crease of about 67,000 head or 17 per cent 
in the number of cattle on feed for market 
January 1 this year compared to last. There 
were marked decreases in Colorado, Utah 
and Idaho, some decrease in Wyoming, Ne- 
vada and California, small increases in Ore- 
gon and Washington and a sharp increase 
in Arizona. There was an increase of 10 
to 20 per cent in cattle feeding in Texas 
this year over last and cattle on feed in the 
Lancaster District of Pennsylvania was 
25,000 to 30,000 head larger than the small 
number of last year. 

Total shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle, inspected through markets, into the 
Corn Belt states for the six months, July to 
December, in 1931 were practically the same 
as in the same period in 1930. Such ship- 
ments in December, however, were much 
smaller than in December 1930, the demand 
for unfinished cattle having dropped off 
sharply following the break in fat cattle 
prices early in December. Shipments dur- 
ing the three months, July to September in 
1931, were considerably larger than for 
these months in 1930, and during the three 
months, October to December, they were 
correspondingly smaller. 

The trend of the feeding industry to feed- 
ing light weight steers and calves is ap- 
parently continuing. The total number of 
stocker and feeder cattle shipped from four 
leading markets, for which detailed infor- 
mation as to kind of cattle and weight of 
steers shipped is available, was practically 
the same for the last six months of both 
1931 and 1930. The proportion of steers 
weighing over 800 pounds was a little 
smaller in 1931 than in 1930, the proportion 
of steers under 800 pounds was a little 
larger. 
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Has Had Good Bull Sales. 

“We have been having an extra good sale 
on bulls for this time of the year,” says A. 
E. Mallory, of Hampton, lowa, “having sold 
five in the past couple of weeks. I have 
just shipped a pair to W. A. Barclay, of 
Melpha, Nebraska, to be used in his herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus range cows.”
